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To  the  Llandeilo  Urban  District  Councilo 


Mr.  Chairman,  and  Gentlemen. 

I beg  to  submit  my  fourteenth  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1965  and  to  record  that  it  was  again 
a very  good  year  for  Public  Health  in  the  Urban  Area. 

The  Registrar.  General's  Mid-Year  estimated  population 
was  the  same  as  in  1964  and  there  were  eight  fewer  births  and 
three  fewer  deaths. 

Heart  disease  was  again  the  main  cause  of  deaths,  and 
there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  coronary 
disease. 

My  report  has  again  been  divided  into  two  sections 

(1)  Medical  Statistics,  and 

(2)  Sanitary  circumstances  in  the  area. 


The  second  part  has  been  prepared  by  Mr*  T.S.  Watts 
who  was  our  Public  Health  Inspector  until  April,  1966, when  he 
resigned  on  account  of  ill  .health,  I wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  him  for  his  valuable  help  in  the  work, 
of  the  Department  and  to  wish  him  a long  and  happy  retirement. 
I also  wish  to  welcome  our  new  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr* 
K.C.  McCutcheon,  to  the  district.  Again  I thank  Members  of  th 
Staff  and  Members  of  the  Council,  for  their  continued  interest 
in  our  work  in  the  Health  Department,

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  TEES  AREA 
WATER 


The  supply  of  water  to  the  Town  is  obtained  from 
two  sources  (a)  Maesevan  Reservoir  and  (b)  Llandyfan  Spring. 

Maesevan  Reservoir  is  situated  2?  miles  from  the  Town 
at  397  O.D.  and  110  feet  above  the  highest  point  of  the  Town. 
This  supply  is  derived  from  land  springs  above  the  reservoir 
the  latter  having  a capacity  of  1,000,000  gallons. 

Llandyfan  Spring  is  situated  5 miles  from  the  Town  at 
480  feet  O.D.  and  193  feet  above  the  highest  point  of  the  Town. 
The  supply  is  derived  from  a spring  in  a limestone  stratum,  with 
an  estimated  overflow  of  1,000,000  gallons  per  day. 


Both  supplies  are  conveyed  by  gravitation  to  the  Town  in 
5“  cast  iron  pipes.  The  Maesevan  pipe  line  is  approximately  103 
years  old.  Examination  of  the  interior  surfaces  of  the  pipes 
show  considerable  incrustation.  The  Llandyfan  mains  are 
in  good  condition  although  63  years  old.  This  supply  is  chlorinated 
at  the  rate  of  3 parts  per  million,  with  a Wallace  and  Tiernan 
plant  at  Derwydd. 


The  Town  mains  supply  part  of  Ffairfach  in  the  Llandeilo 
Rural  Area  and  the  total  population  supplied  is  approximately 
3,000,  The  average  daily  estimated  consumption  is  100,000  gallons. 
All  Town  properties  have  a piped  supply  and  none  are  supplied  from 
standpipes.  The  number  of  Domestic  premises  in  the  area  is  601, 


DRAINAGE  AMD  SEWERAGE 


The  sewers  of  the  Town  are  combined,  taking  both  sewage 
and  surface  water.  The  sewers  serve  the  Town  with  the  exception 
of  5 houses  in  the  Nantyrhibo  area*  The  sewers  are  constructed 
in  stoneware  pipes  and  culverts.  The  sewage  is  treated  at  the 
Joint  Sewage  Works  at  Ffairfach. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A twice  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  made 
throughout  the  Town.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour. 

A collection  of  Trade  Refuse  is  carried  out  once  weekly. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  on  a tip  outside  the 
District  licensed  to  the  Council  for  7 years. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employs  one  of  the  workmen  to  carry  out 
disinfestation  as  and  when  required.  No  charge  is  made  in  respect 
of  business  premises.

OFFICES.  'SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES 
ACT.  19 &3 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963  is 
an  Act  provided  to  safeguard  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of 
persons  employed  in  offices,  shops  and  railway  premises.  The 
Act  does  not  apply  to  premises  which  are  operated  by  seif-employed 
persons. 

There  are  three  main  classes  of  enforcing  authorities 
for  the  general  provisions  of  the  Act  - Local  Authorities,  H.M. 
Factory  Inspectors  and  HaM.  Inspectors  of  Mines  and  Quarries  - 
depending  on  the  class  of  premises  concerned.  The  Urban  District 
Council  Offices  are  inspected  by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  for 
the  purpose  of  this  act. 

The  act  covers  a variety  of  provisions  including  cleanliness 
overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation,  lighting,  sanitary 
conveniences,  washing  facilities,  drinking  water,  seating  arrange- 
ments and  fire  precautions. 

No  premises  have  been  registered  in  your  area  during  the 
year.  A number  have  been  inspected  and  owners  notified  of 
provisions  which  w ere  lacking.  Several  premises  were  in  the 
course  of  carrying  out  works  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Follow  up 
visits  are  being  paid  to  ensure  that  in  due  course  all  provisions 
are  adequately  complied  with. 


CARAVAN  SITES 

There  are  two  registered  caravan  sites  within  the  Urban 
Area.  One  site  is  licenced  for  seven  caravans  and  one  for  one 
caravan  only. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  Conmon  Lodging  Houses  in  the  District 
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
